pretext for getting money.
During the Eighteenth century carol- -

ry declined greatly, and many of the
quaint old customs which hud marked
Christmas festlvnJs for centuries

obsolete. ,
Carol ry still exists In parts of Eng-

land.
In Wales It has heen Preserved to

a still greater extent, whiie Ireland,
too. has her ChrlMmrrs caroling In'
time-honore- style. France has Its
'"Noels." and In Italy Christmas enrol
hae heen sung siln-- the time of St.
Francis of Assisl, who (liseoerel the
power of sacred song in the ver-

nacular.

Sheep Need Careful
Winter Feed Ration

correct feeding of sheep when the
flock is put into winter ipjait'Ts playy
an impon ant part in the production
of tfood wool, according to Don Will-

iams, extension specialist- in sheep
raising at the Michi-ra- Agricultural
College.

"The dock should be fed liberally
s.nd regularly when it - put intD
winter quarters," says Williams in
discussing the feeding question. "The
rations should be adapted, and should
be governed romewhat by the condi-
tion cf the ewes when trey ,iomc off
"fall feel. If they are to be carried
through the winter on roughage, feed
a good grade of legume hay, and, if
available, small amount of rilage.

"A month or six weeks prior to
lambing time, some grain should bo
fed to the ewes to improve their con-
dition and stimulate a good flow of
milk. A ration of three p mnds clover
hay and two pounds silage will do to
feed through the winter, with the ad-
dition of either of the following grain
rations about six weeks before lamb-
ing time: (1) one-ha- lf pound of bran
and one-ha- lf pound of oat; (2) one-ha- lf

to one pound of the following: 5

pa its corn, : parts oats, 2 parts wheat
bran, and 1 part oil meal."
